the Second, having his Country-houſe in the County of 

Wicklow, at Ballinderry,gwenty four miles from Dublin,did 

for the ſafery and preſervarionof himſelf and Family ,ob- 
tain the Lord Deputy Tyrconnels Protetion, (as many more 
of the Engliſh Proteſtants living in the Country at the ſame 
time did) for the late King James going away for France, 
and the Adminiſtration of the Government being pur into 
the hands of his preſent Majeſty ; the Lord Tyrconnel gave 
out Commiſſions ( for the raiſing a mighty Army) to 
any Iriſh Papiſt that would take one , and promiſe to ſub- 
ſiſt, Maintain , and Cloath their Men for three Months ; 
moſt of theſe New Officers are men of mean Fortunes , not 
capable of ſubſiſting themſelves 3 their men live altogether 
on the Engliſh , coming into their Houſes in the day time, 
and commanding from them their Meat and Drink ; and 
often Robbing chem in the night, ſtealing away their Cattle. 
Likewiſe the Prieſts of every Pariſh obliged all their people 
to furniſh themſelves with Half pikes and Shogne,cndtridg 
them to Maſs, or not preſume to appear there, on the penal- 


ty of Excommunication,or a ſevere puniſhment ; which cau- 
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{ed all the Iriſh to Arm themſelves with the aforeſaid Wea- 
pons ; upon which Robberies, Thefts, and other Outrages 
were datly committed upon the Engliſh ; particularly in the 
County of Wicklow , where ſome Huncireds were got toge- 
ther for that purpole, who gave. themſeives the Name of 
Merry Boys , and had very great ſucceſs in their thieviſh ar: 
cempts upontheir Proteſtant Neighbours, that lived hitherto 


ſecore in their own Hoaſes ; ici$ -ob{arvable, whar great - 


power the Romiſh Clergy have over the Iriſh,they arm them- 
ſelves immadiately'at their Command, and-yet to this day 
have neither kept them from Robbipg of che Engliſh,nor re- 
ſtored them any thing taken away , which it. they had becn 
ſo minded, they might have Joke by the 'ſatne power ; {e- 
veral of Mr. Price's Neighbours repaired co Ballinderry , to 
preſerve themſelves and Goods ; but an order coming out 
{oon after, for the taking away all Horſes and Arms from the 
Proteſtants, both in City and Country ; Collonel Toole with 
a Party of his men came todemand what Arms and Horſes 
they had at Ballinderry, Mr.Ptice and the reſt having the a- 
forementiened Protection, refuſed to obey their orders; and 
complaint coming to Dublin , Collonel She/don was immedi- 
ately ſent away with a Body of Horſe and Foot, againſt Ba- 
linderry ; Mr.Price upon his Approach preſently fubmirted to 
hini, who thereupon was made a Prifcner , and all the reſt 
of the men that were in the Houſe ; bur the Priſon of Wick- 
low not being able to contain them , ſeveral of them were 
admitted to Bayl, until the following Aflizes, which began 
March the fifth laſt paſt, and ended the eighth-

After they were Sworn as uſual, they received the fol- 
lowing Charge: - 


L. Ch. Juſt. Keating's Charge to the Grand-Fury. 


Entlemen, You that are here Returned to Serve on this 
Grand-Jury, you have this day before your Eyes the 
greateſt Example, and the firmeſt Proof that a Gracious 
Prince can give to the beſt of Subjects ; you ſee his Sacred 
Majeſty, King Fame: the Second, ( whom God long pre- 
ſerve for the ProteQion of all his good and dutiful Subjeas, 
and for the ſubverſion and irradicating of all thoſe who de- 
ſire che Subverſion of his Government, either by Foreign 
Force, or inbred Conſpiracy ) notwithſtanding the great 
Troubles on his own Perſon, yet he is not wanting in his 
care towards you ;. and I dare boldly ſay, it is the laft ching 
he will relinquiſh in the World, after that of his own Con- 
ſcience, the care of his Subjets : He hath ſent us with his 
Commiſlion to enquire into all the Maladies, Diſeales, and 
Sores wichin your County. He has likewiſe given us ads 
m 
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. mand to apply the healing Balſam of the Laws, which will 
preſerve the Subje&t moſt encirely im his Property. And I 
am ſorry, I muſt tell you, thac there was never more need 
then now at this time: I am glad at the ſame time that | can 
fay, that the Miſchiefs fallen on a great parc of this King- 
dom, and on no part more than on this County, that is un- 
der the very Eye of the Government ; I ſay, I am glad it 
can be faid to have ariſen, for the moſt part, from a Rabble 
of People, who have arm'd themſelves wichour any dire&ion 
from the Government, and that wich unuſual Weapons ; 
I mean Half-pikes and Skeans: Gentlemen, I muſt tell you 
plainly, it looks rather like a Deſign co Maſlacree and Mur- 
der, than any thing elſe. Ti:zy do not belong, tro the Ar- 
my, neither are they any part of them ; but theſe are the 
Vultures, Kites, and Ravens that follow Armies. - Souldiers 
that have travell'd abroad, ſay, Such are not known among 
them there: I am told, and very well afflured, Thar in 
Forreign Parts, where theſe Vultures and Birds of Prey are, 
it is hard for an Army to lie conceaPd, without being diſco- 
yered by them ; for it is odds, but that a Horſe or a Man 
drops where ſuch mulcitudes of People are. I am very far 
from laying this to the Charge of any that are under Com- 
mand ; tho it is poſlible, that ſome ot them, under the Icar- 
City they arein, do give their afliſtance, or acleaſt encourage 
ment to-theſe Robbers ;. otherwiſe. ic could nor be, chat 
whole Flocks and Droves of Caztle are daily driven away, 
and.yet no one taken or brought to Juſtice for ir. The King 
is not wanting in his Care, he has given DireRions to have 
the Laws pur in execution, that Criminals may be. brought 
in and puniſhed ;: and che Government has iilued-out many 
Proclamations ;- but they are. grown too familiar with them. 
You are to enquire into this Mer, in order to bring to pu- 
niſhment, not only them- that ſteal, bur. thoſe that receive. 
I am told that open Markers are ſet ap in this County, of.” 
Wicklow : A fat Bullock for 5 5s. and a fat Sheep for 1.s. but 
it will fall heavy on thera-at-laſt, Diyines ſay, That Gad 
Almighty oftentimes makes the: very Crime to became:theicr 
own puniſhment :: And I verily. fear, that a few: Months will 
produce a Famine in_this Kingdom ; And what ones, S, a 
EITHENCE; 
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Peſtilence, and the worſt of all Peſtilences ; for it is obſerved, 
that a ſtarved Rot is the worſt of all Rots; it falls out un- 
happily at this Seaſon of the Year, when the Cattle are breed- 
ing: Under the Old Law the Fews were not to ſceth the 
Kid in the Mother's Milk; but theſe unmerciful Wrerches 
go further than that, ſparing none, but deftraying old and 
young, the encreale and all. Pray, Gentlemen, conſider 
of it, and ſearch the Houſes of ſuch as you. have reaſon to 
ſuſpe&, that had not any thing to eat the laſt Year, go now 
into their Houſes, and you will find whole Carcaſes of.Beef 
powdered up ; nay, it may be, for want of Salt, or Money 
to buy ic, lying rotting and ſtinking. Let me tell you, it 
will be your turn next, when they have robbed and ſpoiled 
your Proteſtant Neighbours, they will come to, you , unleſs 
you take ſpeedy care to 'prevent it. The King has done 
wiac h2 can, and the Government what they can ; in vain 
is the Law made, .if Offenders be not brought to condign 
puniſhment, You all know there has been an Invafion in 
England of a Forreign Enemy, the Prince of Orange; and the 
ſame is deſigned on this Kingdom : The eftects of an Inva- 
tion is not known : Defence is natural co all Kingdoms and 
States, and therefore the Government has given Directions 
tor railing a greater Army, than at any time heretofore this 
Kingdom ever had : It was {o among the Romans of old, 
who in cafes of neceſlity did things clear contrary: to:the 
Fundamentals of their Laws. The lame necefliry. has -pur 
the King on arming here ; (in France they have heir Ban, 
and with us our Commiſhton of Array, trom ſixteen to. ſix- 
ty) but without any deſign that the effects ſhould be to arm 
the Country with Half-pikes and Skeans 5. they are fi; indeed 
for the Mountains, or' to guard a Man's 'Houſe,. but rio & 
© abroad with at Noon-day. Gentlemen, . you that are Ju- 
Bices of the Peace, and Officers of the Army,: where ever 
you meet, you ought to ſecure them, and bind them oven, 
and know by what Authority they dare goabroad with ſuch 
Weapons. I need/inot ſay any thing to you-in Defence of 
the King, for it is really and truly your own Detenoe; and 
therefore I ſhall proceed into the Heads which are prepared 
for your Enquiry at this time : "Our bulinels here is ke ” 
C 
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be very great, and our time ſhort, and therefare I ſhall not 
trouble you with ſmall things; we have greater mattersthan 
Aſſaulcs and Batteries. Wc have Deſolations and Ruines to 
ſhew you and fer before you , and without your care we are 
like ro#all into the Gulph of Miſery and Deſtruction. The 
tirſt thing we have to ſpeak of, is High Treaſon, we have 
no Petty Treaſon. in Ireland. If any ſhall goabout to Conlpire 
the Death of the King, Queen , or the Heic Apparent, the 
Prince of Wales, this is High Treaſon at all times, it was fo ac 
Common Law, you mult look to this betimes, for if a blow 
be once {truck here, there can be no retrieving of it. If any 


'one ſhall go about to Seize the Kings Perſon ,- or Impriſon 


him, chis.Genelemen is Treaſon , there is but few ſteps be- 
tweeen the Priſons and Graves of Kings ; and by all che ob- 
ſervation that I can make out of the Engliſh or Scotch, . or 
Iciſh Hiſtories , where we have had ſwarms of Murdered 
Kings, thatif once they went into Priſon, they ſeldom ever 
eſcaped with Life. Our King has more reaſon than any to 
dread this, his Father who now is a Glorious Martyr in Hea- 
ven loſt his life , andthe King himſelf ever ſince his Eſcape 
with Colonel Bamfield from _—_— has had ſo many mira- 
culous Deliverances both by and Land , that we may 
conclude he is preſerved for ſome mighty matter, or elſe Pro- 
vidence had not done ſuch great things for him ; and *cis 
but of late that he himſelf is eſcaped oue of Priſon. I am 
told by Authoriey, and amordered tocell you, that he is ex- 
rected in this Kingdom very ſuddenly, as a Place of Refuge. 
He is the firſt King I chink, ſince Henry the Second, except 
Richard that has been in this Kingdom. Ir is a great misfor- 
tune that he ſhould be forced to it, but we may look uporrit 
as a great blefling , that he ſhould think himſelf lafe here; 
when he cannot be fo elfewhere. ! ; 

To Seize any of the Kings Forts.or. Ships of War, fortheſe 
are the Bulwarksto defend him againft his Enemies,this Gen- 
tlemen is Treaſon. 

To hold Correſpondence with any of the Kings Enemies; 
or wich Rebels in aQual Rebelfion , or to joyn wich them, 
this is Treaſon ; you are not toenquireinto the puniſhment 
but to operr a door for the Petty Jury to enquire into che

matter of Fa, and what the Law is, ſhall by the blefling of 
God be our buſinels. 2-: 

To Counterfeic the Kings Coyn, or Clip it, and you have 
very little of it at this time, theretore you had need be care- 
ful in 2 moreeſpecial manner,this likewiſe is Treaſon. 

It is likewiſe Treaſon to counterfeit the Great Seal of che 
King, tor 'tis the common Security , by which many hold 
their Eſtates, and ſome their Lives. 

The kiiling of the Chancellor orany of the Judges or Ju- 
ſtices of Oyer and Terminer in the doing of their Duty , this 
likewiſe is Trcaſon , not ſo much with regard to their Per- 
ſons,asto the work that they are about, they repreſenting the 
Kings Perſon. The meaneſt Conſtablethere , if he has his 
Stati in. his hand, and doing his duty , he that kills him ſhall 
dye the ſame death , as he that kills the beſt man that wears 
Scarlet on the Bench. Gentlemen, I muſt tell you another 
C:ime, andit looks like a mark of Infamy on this Kingdom. 
M:rder in England is but Felony, but it has been thought. fic 
to make it Treaſon here, and they that go out on Burnin 
and Robbing Houſes,they ſhall be Indited for Treaſon. An 
Cle: k of the Crown, if any ſuch be here, now take notice I 
will havethem Indicted for Treaſon. 

The next thing for your Enquiry is Felony, that concern- 
ing the Life of the Subje& z for a man to kill his fellow Sub- 
jeR, this is Felony,if he does it ona ſudden paſſion and heart, 
a man may. kill another in his own defence ; for 'tis natural 
for a man to kill rather than be killed , and therefore he 
ſhall have his Pardon of courſe.. But Gentlemen, this is not in 
favour of Duels, and only wherethere is a great, provocation, 
there is not a.man but has ſome paſſion about him, but for 
a man togocobed with Malice, and ariſe the next morning 
and go meet his fellow Subje&-and- kill him , "this is Murder 
and Treaſon in Feland. 

The next thing that is Felony, is concerning the Goods of 
the SubjeR, for an honeſt Labouring Man, that by the indu- 
{try of his whole Life has gotten a fair ſtock .for the, mainte- 
nance of himſelf, his Wife and Children, at night goes to 
bed, and next morning when he ariſes, he is a beggar and 
wants Bread. Gentlemen,it would make every honeſt wr 
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heart bleed to hear what I have heard ſince T came into this 
County, it is ill in other parts of the Countrey,bur here they 
ſpare not even the wearing Clothes and Habic of Women 
and Children , that they are forced to come abroad naked , 
without any thing to cover their nakedneſs ; fo that beſides 
the Oath you have taken, and the obligation of Chriſtianity 
that lies upon you as you are Chriſtians, I conjure you by all 
that is Sacred, and as ever you expect Eternal Salvation,that 
you make diligent Enquiry , let it never be ſaid by any of 
you , that itwas your Neighbour, or your Neighbours Ser- 
vant did it, and you are ſorry for it,but will not trouble your 
felves, I tell you it is every mans buſineſs, and I beſeech you 
look into it, 

To break into any mans Houſe after night fall is Felony, 
itisa ſound ſleep thar the Labouring mancakes, but the idle 
Roguethar lies lurking & ſleeping all the day,at night he ariſes 
and ſeeks whom he may devour. If you were to do the moſt 
Charicable Work , as building of a Bridge or Chappel , or 
mending a High-way how many do'you think of thefe men 
with half Pikes and Skeines -would come to your afliſtanee, 
not one of them Tleengage. But if a Houſe or Town be 
to be Plundered, they all run thither. All Riots and Routs 
are to be enquired into , numbers of People, may meet for 
their. own defence, if they ſhonld hear or fob che Countrey 
Robbingand Spoiling. By'' riotous Matritude. coming to 
Burn and Rob their Houſes; in this caſe they may meec and 
defend their Goods, and apprehend the Rqbbers, in order to 
bring them to Juſtice; bur aſter all this, they Are'not to con- 
telt with the Governmene, not do-any, thing to the prejiidice 
of that ;1told you,I wouk'not trouble you with 'unheceffi- 
ry matters; all are loſt inthe greateſt of Crimes and Oarra- 
gesthat are committed daily in'the Conntrey round abott.' 

If I ſhould go through all the Heads of. this Charge, ' it 
would take up more trme thati we have,co ſþend here ,” and 
therefore I ſhall ſhut up alt and {ay no, mort than'this;that e- 
very man do apply himſelf tg his Hasharidry and Tillage,co 
prevent that imminent 'danger of an approgching Famine, 
that ſeems to be coming upon,ug; andtthat*you tak? Tr'your 
vuſineſs to ſearch after', —_— —— — thoſe Rob- 
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bersthat live on the Mountains, - and while you continue to 
doyour duty, . you ſhall have all the ProteQion the Govern- 
ment can give you. So upon complaint of any Juſtice of 
the Peace, that ſhall be backward or unwilling to apyear a- 
gainſt them, care ſhall be taken to puniſh ſuch and make them 
Examples. Go together Gentlemen, and conſider of theſe 
chin

(I know none) 'but take notice. of this, the Government is 
at length tyr'd with Mercy, they ſeeit does no good ; and

A \ Fter Our hearty Commendations, We Greet you well. As His: 
Majeſty was.graciouſly pleaſed to entruſt Us with the Government 
of thu bu Kingdom, ſo upon the Irvading of England, and up- 
on receiving certain Information, that the Prince of Orange doth intend 
alſo to Invade this Realm, We have, for the Defence thereof, raiſed a 
Conſiderable Army, far above what could be maintained; by the King's, 
Revenue at- the beſt of Times, and when the Trade of thu Country thas 
in the moſt flouriſhing Condition ; this we have done by the King's Com- 
mand, to ſupport hy Regal Authority, Crown, and Dignity, = to- pre- 
ſerve the Ltves,. Liberties, and Properties of all bs Liege People within 
thi Kingdom, And ſince our Dangers are at hand, and that we may 
daily expect the Landing of. an Enemy, who intends the Subverſion of Hs, 
Majeſty's Government, the total  Deſtruftion of all his, good. SubjeRs.

a right ule of our Afﬀlictions. It was my Fortune ro-meer with ſome 
Friends, thar promiſed, the firft Men that ſhould be raiſed, ro procure 
me ſome Employ ; bur when that will be;-is fo uncertain, and to live 
a Drone amongit my Friends ( who are almott in the ame Circum- 
ftance with my ſelf) I lookt upon to be fo much below a Man, that 
I chole rather to Lift my ſelf a private Centinel, whereby I 
ſed ro be in the.Road ( it my Friends miſſed ) ro hew pores "ud ay on 
ferment in the mean time : As to my private Condition, 1ince it plea- 
ſes God to bleſs me with Health, I hope to reit farisfied. Yerl en- 
terrain hopes of a merry Hunting-Bour of my Country-men, of which 
Sport I had a little relithing rafte, which ſerves to ſharpen a greedy 
Stomach, thar longs to-Revenge the Murder of my dear Sulter Burdetr, 
and their Qurrages to my Friends. 

I never knew what Sorrow was, till I had the Account of my Siſter's 
Death at that diſmal Gate of Lz/carrol ; it leemed tuch tro me, for 
while I ttaid at ir, I made my Oblervation that there was nor the leaſt 
noiſe, as if all were dead. The Apprehenlion of which did _ fo over- - 
whelm me, that oft ©: the Road ( not thinking whar I did ) I burſt 
our into Exclamarions, charging my. ſelf with being rhe Occafion of 
bringing my poor Agcd Father, Mother, Wife, and Family, if not 
ro an untimely Death, yer ro Sorrow and Miſery 3 which (to aggra- 
vate the Crime) I look'd upon to be the worſt ition of rhe rwo. 
When I reach'd Moyalow, tho' many endeavour'd to divert me, and L 
apprehended rhey might apply it ro miy Cowardize, yer I was not able 
ro lift up my Spirits, abong gu ro Bed, where I had the benefir of 
an hours troubleſome fleep. - Fhe next Morning I reſolved to think 
of. nothing bur Revenge, but having an Account.of Captain Boiles 
ſurrendring, which left us without hopes of making any Head in Mux- 
fter, Sir Thomas Soughwel, Capt: Purdon, and about one hundred more 
of ns reſolyed ro make our way to $/goe..\ The tirſt day, we mer with 
no Oppoſition, and at Night Baired at-a Widdow's Houſe-: about fix 
or ten Miles from Lymerich,, where we ftaid for three or four - hours, 
then mounting with the Moon, we matched on; early next Morning 
Capt. Mi4s overtook us with a Parry of Horle; ſooa-after' riding near 
a {irong Caſtle; with a large Bawn well -walled- in, we gnderitood « 
was fortifjied'by Enmg/:jb, where we took an Opportuniry\roe-Refeſh our 
Horſes, upon-which their went a-Rumeur, that-my Lord of Clare had 
taken the Caſtle; which made the Sparks of -the.( y thitk thee 
happieſt thar could reach us firſt, 'ro ſhare - inthe Plunder, - .Havin 
Arc of ir, we drew up near-the Gate, to:xgceive; abqut 20 Hark, 
that were Riding full Speed ro us ; bur whert they perceived rhe Mr 
Rake, they ;humg| their Ears, ramely ; faffering. us: 0 difarm and: dit 
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lcave their Families ; and underſtanding by us the ſtate of the Court- 
try, which might well make \them deſpair of holding ovr, that they 
mighr fare rhe berrer, we returned borh Horſes and Arms.  Thence 
we marched rowards Brians-Bridge, the Roads being very bad, we 
rid ſcattering, the Front at leait a Mile from the Rere, which a Party 
of Dregoons perceiving, lay in Ambuſh, and as we mov'd by, they 
made about 12 Shot ar us alrogether, which by God's Providence did 
no hurt, molt of us that were there being armed with Back, Breaſt and 
Head-pieces, bur we foon anſwered them in their own Language, each 
Man firing both his Pittols and Carbine, before we ſtired out of the 
place, which proved fatal ro ſome of rhem,two being killed, and a third 
wounded, which made the reſt imagine we were angry, and rudely, 
withour begging our Pardon, they run away, bur (ro little purpoſe) we 
imprudently hunted then for 2 or 3 hours,their Horles being freth, they 
got off.clear; only one of our Bullers happening ro overtake the Cornet's 
Horſe, gave his Maſter an Opportunity ro exerciſe his Feet for 3' or 4 
Miles with us. [The next Oppoſition we met with, was at the Bridge in 
the County of C/are, the cnd of it being fortified with a ſtrong Gare,and 
near it two Houles that commanded each fide, bur the Cowardly Soul- 
diers were eafily perſwaded to ſer it open, upon our promiſe that we 
would do them no hurr, bur on the other hand they were threatned ( if 
they did not) to be cur with the Gate in pieces. Theiice we made ro+ 
wards K:llalow, where a Company of Foot was quartered ; when they 
perceived us coming near, they'd fain have fortified themſelves in the 
Cathedral, bur-the poor old Bithop refuſed the Key, for which I fear he 
has ſufficiently ſuffered. Then they bethought themſelves ro ſend a Meſ- 
ſenger to know what we would be at: Our Anſwer was, that wedefign- 
ed to hurt none thar deſired tO be peaceable,which they made'a promiſe 
r5 be, whereupon we did refolve ro make rhar our Stage for thar Night, 
{> that every man's butineſs was only ro tind the beſt Quarters he could 
for himſelf and his Horſe. "Twas my luck to hir where mer a Friend, 
and yer a Papift, who was extreamly importunate that'T ſhould wave 
the thoughts of going any farther on my Deſign. urging that he did'not 
doubt to make ſuch Friends as would protect me and mine wirh our 
tbfiance ; bur if TI would nor be ruled, my Undertaking was fo raſh, 
that he feared the next would be of my being hanged of kifled among 
the reſt. My replty- (with thanks for his kindneſs) was, that I would 
make even that Doom my choice, rather than ir ſhould be ſaid, I flinch- 
cd for fear ; ſtill he was more urgent, till in ſhorr, I gave him to under- 
ftand, I was ſo far from having any thoughts'of returning home (where 
I rhought I could be no better than a pilmg-poſt ro every Cur) thar if 
I were at that inſtant there, I wonld make ir my buſineſs if 1 could find 
out any poſſibility of compaſling ir, ro overtake the Party I was then 
in. Then finding how I was bent, he charg'd me not to offer tw ſtay 
there that Nighr, for that, notwithſtanding his Promiſe,the Caprain ſenr 
an Expreſs to Lymerick, and that be did not queſtion but about Mid- 


night 
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night they would be upon us, which when I acquainted Sir Thomas with, we 
relolyed upon a further march ; while ſome were getting ready,others rook 
occafion to dilarm a Guard that had the Biſhop's Horſes in their Cuſtody, 
which trouble we ealed them of, Mr. Hawkins the Clergy-mans Brother,and 
ſome of the Biſhop's Servants went along with us. The Arms, according to 
our Promile, we returned, and taking the Biſhop's Blefling, we went that 
Night to Mr.Purdor's near the Shannon: ſidezas ſoon as we alighted,I adviſed 
Sir Thomas to procure a trulty Servant of the Houſe to go to Killalow ro give 
us an account.if there ſhoukt any follow us thence, and rhen W341. Southrel! 
and I ſtole to bed, bur as loon as we had rhe benefit of the Muon,we made 
ready to move forward, fearing rhart our Enemies thould break Scarriff- 
Bridge,there being a Company ot them in Tomgre»y-Caſtle. Next day.Fam?s 
Power, who is High-Sheriff of the County of Galloway, having an Account 
the day before of our march that way, he raiſed rhe Country, and riding 
our upon the Hills as a Spy, perceived how our Men, as well as our Horles, 
were almo{t bearen out, -and how we were at a loſs for the Road, which 
made hing ſo kind, as to place Guides (for they ſecured what Eng/h there 
were in the Country) bur with directions ro catry us to a certain Pals,where 
not aboye rwo.could ride at a time, near which they lined a Ditch on the 
right hand with a Company of Foor, on the orher, behind a rifing ground, 
lay another Company, in the midſt againtt the Paſs they drew up a Treop 
of- Horle with ſome Voluntiers ; when they were perceived by us ata di 
ſtance, we reſolved to pur the belt face on't that we could, and when we 
came up to the Spor, we drew up and ſhowed, which made the Voluntiers 
Aingh back, and iome run quite away. They made Propoſals of a Compo- 
firign, which ar tirit were refuſed, but upon -fecond thoughts, confidering 


. ( our Horſes being, to harraſſed ) the þeſt way was to fight on foor; and rhat 


when our ſhot ſhould be ſpent,the Rabble (who were art leaft 2000) would 
be worſe upon us than thoſe of the Army. We agreed to the Conditions, 
which were. theſe, Thar we ſhould deliver all our Horſes and Arms that 
were Muſterable, excepr thole that the Gentlemen among us'then rid, and 
their Piſtols and Swords; and that our Servants ſhould have ſufficient Nags 
given them inſtead of rheirs, and that they ſhould give us Paſſes, and pro- 
cure us Prorections,and ſend us a Convoy, if defired., The Grey Horſe was 
ſo beaten, that I was forced to alight, and lead 'him-to the Fro; whete 1 
was reſolved to appear, tho' on foor, bur there were bur few inthe Com- 


pany-thar performed ſo well, rilLabour half an hour before the Rabble fal- 


ling upon our Rere; (ſome of them-being ſo beſorted far want of Reſt,that 
they fell off their Horſes) they ſhot one Morgan Williams in the Head who 
lately was a Student in Dublm-Coliedge, wheteupan Lieutenant Chinnery, 
my. ſelf, and abour halt a dozen more of us faced abour, ' and-inaking at 
them,they run away,being at left 400 in Number,in which purſuit, the poor 
Grey, making whar ſpeed he could in a tony place, came down on all Four 


. with ſuch force, whar with the weight of my Iron Doubler, Cap. and other 


Lumber, that I thoughr he had broken all-his Bones as well! as' rnine, but 1 
ſoon ſcrambling. up, gave him my helping-hand, which was hardly ſufficient

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'ro get him on his feer, for he was- almoſt quite ſpoiled wirh ir: When I 


have the ſame advantage of my Country-men ( which I do not yer deſpair 
of ) Fle returr you as good or better Horſes than your own, with-thanks 
in the mean rune, the latter is all the Reward I can give you. Thar Night, 
for Convenience of Lodgmg,we went ro Loghreagh, which was their Quar- 
rers, where we ſlept wichout Rocking. The nexr day, inſtead of a Convoy, 
they lecured us with ftrong Guards at-the Gares, flattering us thar they da- 
red nor ler us go till rhey knew the pleaſure of rhe Goyernment, and that 
they would wrire by their Quarrer-Maſter fo favourably on our behalf, 
thar they did nor in the leaſt queſtion, bur that our Conditions ſhould be 
performed to a tittle 3 bur I ſoon ſmelt out rheir Treachery, which made 
me relolve to venture on making my Eſcape while I had the Liberry of the 
Town, bur my Friends often diſſwaded me from ir, ſtilt hoping the beſt, 
and judging ir both hazardous and impoſithle ro be done, for thar the very 
Country: men, as well Ir:/h as Engliſh, could nor ſtir a Mile withour Paſſes. 
The fourth day I could not brook the haughty looks of the Villains any 
longer,which made me reſolve to go on with my Defign that Evening ; bur 
abour half an hour before the appointed time, unexpectedly one Mahony, 
who is now a Caprain in the Army, altogether a ſtranger ro me, whiſpere 
me wm the Ear, that he would carry me off ro Sir Henry Waddington's, who 
engaged him to to do, being formerly his Servant. I was | ran to carry my. 
Captain's Coar under my Arm, and lead his Horſes out of the Gare, which 
I looked on to be the bett Employment that ever I had ; bur while I was 
ar Sir Henry's I had the Henour to paſs for the Captain's Coufin, and by his 
Name. I had ſeveral narrow eſcapes afterwards, which would be roo redi- 
ous #0 write.-In three or four days after from Sir Henry's I had rhe {ad Pro- 
ſpect of my Friends march rowatds Galloway-Goal, who, as F was credibly 
rold;-had ſevere Uſage, and were all Condemn'd to be Hanged and Quar- 
tered, but the late K. Fames Landing abour thar rie, their Execution was 
deferred, bur ir.proved no benefit to one Brown, a Gentleman of a 100 l. a 
Year near Myjallow ; he was of our Company, bur the laſt Stare-day we 
had, whether his Horſe tired, or he had a defire ro run all hazards wirh his 
Wife and {ix Children, which he left behind, making his way homeward, 
he was taken, and fſent'to Lymerick; from thence to Cork, where the firſt 
Gracious At the King did, was ro ſee him and Quarrered. How- 
ever at the Requeſt of feme Friends he ſtrained his Conſcierice ro grant Sir 
Thomds and the reſt a Reprieve,which was ſent 10 Galloway by Fohn Raines, 
a Merchant of Mayallow, who was employed by the Gentlemen to follow 
the King to Dublin, with Lerters ro-their Friends ro make Intereſt for their 
Pardons. - He happily rook CloghRokn in his way, where I was preferred 
fortunately to his Service, and gravely carried his Cloak-bag behind me 
to Dublin. The Imbargs being Ew off, the firſt fair Wind I fer Sail, and 
juſt as I was ready ro go, T met a Friend that rold mie Mr. Hando&k was in 
Town, and that he defired ro'ſee me, which tmmediarely Tynade my bu- 
finels, and finding him-in his Chamber, was' very civilly received by him, 
bur we had not many words rogethef{becauſe of other Friends that flocked 


in, 
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in, ſome with the News of ſrc Loffes in his Stock, which he gave a ra- 
tient Ear to, declaring,that he did nor reckon upon any as his own. My 
time being ſhort, I rold him, that 1 came juſt ro kiſs his Hand, and rhar 
if I made any ſtay, I ſhould loſe my Paſſage. Then taking my leave, he 
went to the Stair-head, where he kindly prefſed rwo Guineas upon me, 
ſaying, That of a little I muſt take a little, for that he judged my hurry 
from home might hinder me from providing-Money. *T was a ſeaſona- 
ble Kindneſs, and ſhall never be forgor, whilſt he lives, that is unfeign- 
edly Tour AﬀeRtionate Brother, T, W.
